Somewhat of asensation was created in 

Judge Tanner's court room yesterday after- 

noon by W. D. Churchill’s failure to respond 

when the case against him was called. 
court room was packed with acrowd esger 
and anxious to hear the details of the trial. 

The case was set for 3 o'clock 

but Churchill failed to arrive, and Judge 

Tanner was in the act of sending the papers 

with the bond to the superior court when 

Churchill walked into the court room. His 

appearance was greeted by the crowd with 

smiles and when the state’s witnesses were 
called a silence fell upon the crowd. Lillie 

Mitchell was first introduced, hut before she 

began her s'atement Colonel Hulsey, Church. 

ill’s attorney, questioned the admisability of 

her testimony on account of her age. 

Judge Tanner then subjected her to a 

searching examination during which she 

manifested a knowledge of the sanctity of 
the oath soe had taken. She asserted that 
she was nine years of age, that she had never 
been to Sunday school in her life and had 
attended church only one time. She knew, 
however, that she was expécted to tell the 
truth or be punished after death for the lie. 

Judge Tanner declared her a proper witness 

and then the child told the story. She said 

Churchill came to s2e her iwwother often, and 

thatone night about three months ago be 

came to her house and while there sfruck her 
mother on the _ breast twice with his 
fist. He then picked upa large piece of 

‘lightwood,’’ with which he hit her over the 

head, knocking her up, against the wall.Colone! 

Hulsey cross-examined the child closely, but 

she never departed one iota from her original 

story. Mrs. McCarty. and her son also testi- 
fied io the difficulty. They did not see the 
lick struck, but saw the wound. They could 
not say that Churchill had struck the blow. 
Colonel Hulsey declined to argue the case,say- 
ing that thé facts were plain.

A CATTLE KING, 


A Talk With Coltone! W. A. Towers. 
’ Geergia, on Weetern Cati'le, 


Colonel W. A. Towers, who left Georgia 
some years ago for the far west, has been in 
the city for the past few days. He now lives 
in Montana, and has been back to Georgia to 
revisit old scenes and friends. 

Coionel Towers lived at West Point until 
soon after the war, leaving therein 1866. He 
had $232 in his pocket as all his earthly pos 
sessions, To-day he is worth between a half 
million and a million, and rumor says he is 
soon to capture fora bride one of the most 
lovely and accomplished of Atlanta ladies. 

Colonel! Towers went west, and in 1863 en- 
tered the business of cattle raising, having a 
capital of $1,600. Me followed it with varied 
success until 1873. In that year he went to 
Colorado, having about sixteen thousand 
doliars worth of cattle. He now has a third 
interest in nearly fifty thousand cattle, 
valued at I million and a half 
dollars. Colonel Towers teils some very in- 
teresting stories about the success of cattle 
raisers in Colorado, Montana and other north- 
western portions of the country. Said the 
colonel:

the day for making 
fortunes suddenly in the 
cattle business has in @& measure gone 
by. But I don’t mind telling you of one or 
two instances that came immediately under 
my own observation. I had employed twelve 
years ago a Scotchman named George Ford. 
He received $25 a month. In 1873 | invested 
his savings for him, about $1,700. I bought 
him out year befure last for $145 000. He was 
however owing $45,000, whicn he paid off, 
netting a

in ten years. He came back to the states to 
enjoy his fortune,” but things did not 
suit him and he wentto New Mexico and 
bought a ranche. Another man who started 
ten years ago on $300 was bought out by me 
last spring for $50,000. He came back to 
Missouri and bought a farm.’’ 

‘‘4 considerable amount of money is in- 
vested in the business now, is there not?’ 

“Yes there are some pretty larze herds.’’ 

“Who is the cattle king of this country?” 

‘A man named Liiff was perhaps the cattle 
king, but be is dead now. He controlled at 
the time of his death more cattle perhaps 
than any other man, his own herd amounting 
to about fiftv thousand head. He started a 
poor man and died worth over a million. 
Bishop Warren married [liff's widow. She 
still conducts the business, and of course has 
the big fortune left by her husband.”’ 

Colonel Towers continued: 

“Swann Brothers have made a good suc- 
cess. They started business fifteen years ago 
on.small capital, and are to-day worth two 
million dollars. There are two of the broth- 
ers. Dennie Sheedy cooked for an outfit 
across the plains eighteen yearsago. He is 
now worth a million easy eneugh. The’ 
Shiedly Brothegs, poor boys, started in the 
cattle busineSs fm Texas just before the war, 
and had a tough time with the Indians, 

GETTING INTO NUMEROMs BATTLES. 

They are living in Kansas City now, and are 
largely interested ia real estate, They have 
aquarter of a million in real estate, and 
a million and a half outside. Governor 
Prowers, a very particular friend of mine, 
started twenty one years ago with no money 
atail.

MR. RANDALL H, WRIGHT FAILS 
TO GETA VERDICT. 


An Interesting ard Som-w et Sensational Divorce 
Suit Eide With a Verdict for the Deiendant— 
Seme Liv: ly Scenes ia the Court Reom— 

The Plaintiff Acgry at the Result. 


Yesterday in the superior court there came 
on for trial a suit for divorce which developed 
some unusual features, and assumed the 
proportions of a genuine sensation. The 
libel for divorce was filed on the 13th of 
March, 1883, by Randall H. Wright against 
his wife, Mrs. Kate Wright. The first ver 
dict in the case was rendered on the 5th of 
October, 1883, and the case was called up yes 
terday for the purpose of getting the second 
verdict. The laws of Georgia provide that 
no divorce shall be granted except upon the 
concurrent verdicts of two juries rendered at 
separate terms of the court. The second 
| verdict is therefore the one which grants the 


divorce and determines the future relations 
of the parties to sthe libel. 
THK PETITION FOR BIVORCR, 

The complainant, in his petition, related 
to the court that on the 6th day of May, 1880, 
he was lawfully married to Kate Wright and 
that they lived together as busband and wife 
for nearly two years; that during all of ihat 
time petitioner did bis duty as a taithful hus- 
band, always demeaning himself in a proper 
manner and doing everything in his power 
to promote the comfort ‘and happiness 
of the said Kate,his wife; that about ten 
months after marriage a child was born unto 
them; that ee the kindness of 
petitioner and his efforts to promote her 
beppiness, the said Kate is exceedingly cruel 
und unmerciful to her husband, to such an 
extent that he has been compelied to aban- 
don his home. Her acts of cruel treatment 
consist in beating the petitioner on the head 
with sticks, in refusing to live with him as 
his wife, in locking petitioner out of his 
house and refusing him admittance, forciug 
him to break oper a door or window frequent- 
ly in order to get in to his own home, she 
having been requested to allow him to enter; 
in refusing to ailow his said child to speak 
to him or remain in his presence, and in 
beating the child and removing him away if 
he in any way notices his father; in caling 
petitioner vile and indecent names; in re- 
fusing to allow petitioner to eat at his Louse 
and forcing him to take hia meals at a restau- 
rant or some eating house away from home;

OF LIMITATIONS.

WasHincton, May 1.—The criminal cour 
to-day -esumed the trial of the Kellogg ca-e 
Immediately upon opening the court Judg 
Wylie began to deliver his decision upoer 
the motions by the defense to reject Price’ 
testimony and all evidence relating to the 
orders for expedition upon his routes. Tak 
ing up the first motion, he said that it wa 
not usual for such motions to be entertaine 
in the midst of a trial, and it would not bay 
been considered if there had not been tw 
considerations, first, the course of the defens 
in permitting Lim to testify subject to rejec 
tion afterwards ; and second, the avowa! o 
the prosecution that it had no otherevidenc 
upon the matter involved, whic 
would amount to a failure of § th 
case if it were rejected, Th 
indictment, charged a statutory offense, 
violation of section 1752 of the revised sta 
ute. It was not strict'y a case of bribery, bu 
one provided for by that section. It forbad 
any senator, directly or indirectly from re 


ceiving any compensation in relation to an 
government contract. Briefly summing u 
the evidence already given, Jadge Wylie re¢ 
ferred to the counts of the indictments char 
ing that Kellogg bad received $1,500 fro 
Price at different dates beginning April 18th 
i880, If the allegations in the first coun 
were true that .he first payment was o 
April 18:b, 1830, it would bring the offens 
within tne three years limit impose 
by the statute of “imitations. | 
Price testified before the grand jur 
as he did here, then the indictment gave 
wrong date, for the bribery took place o 
April 18 1879, and the prosecution ws 
barred. Nw duubt the prosecution knew the 
it was necessary to have a date that wou! 
bring it within the three years’ himit. 
THE COURT MUST INTERFERE 

The defendant never is required to ples 
the statute of Limitations in criminal case 
He simply could not be prosecuted if the o 
fense charged was really committed on Apr 

18, 1879. It was the duty of the court toss 
that it was impossible to convict the defend 
ant. Price’s testimony was to the effect ths 
he proposed to pay Kellogg $20,000 provid 
the expedition order. was made. 
few days after that order \ we 
made, and on the ish of. April, 187! 
Price gave Kellogg his promissory note ¢ 
four months for $5,000 and five per cen 
drafis. These drafs were payable out of ce 
tain quarters” ‘hey were not given as co 
laterai, but in absolute payment for the se 
vice, and Price said that edged the whole b 
iness, The note was paid upon maturi! 
and so were all the drafts except one, a 
that would be sufficient to sustain the indic 
ment if it were re garded as a payment madé 
upon maturity. They were orders that might 
or might nbt be paid, dependent upon the 
wilifof the government to abolish or decrease 
the service upon the route. Such 
as they were, Price testified tha 
they were received in full payme 
What was the truedate upon which 
statute of limitation began to run’ T 
court thought that the correct view oft 
matter would be to place the date at A 
18th, 1879 Noother transactions of the ki 
took place between the parties. They bh 
no other business. The note and orders wé 
accepted fur what they were worth, the ri 
of payment was taken by Kellogg, and th 
was uo turther liability upon Price. T 
business was settied after the services. w¢ 
rendered and ‘here is your pay’’ for orde 
‘The date must be taken as of Aprij 15th,18 
There could be no doubt about 
It was too clear to require 
sion. The next question was whet 
the evidence sustained the charge of the 
dictment that the defendant bad recel 
$1,500 lawfal money. Price's evidence 
that nota dollar passed. A note passed ¢ 
there were the orders, but the note couldr 
be regarded as lawful money, and much 
cou!d these orders be so treared, it might 
weil be contended that if Price bad convey 
a house to Kellogg the fact that it was wo 
money aisdeitsuch. The court did not 
sume to make law, and could not throw as 
the precedents Snd authorities as desired 
the prosecution. The indic'ment mi 
have contented itself with charging ¢t

Tne defendant was prepared to meet 
charge that he had received $1,500 in la 
money, and the prosecation had no such ¢ 
dence They said, however, that he 
received drafis and that the case should 
ceed in equi'y as though be had recel 
money. but if ine court should assume ¢t 
ground, and convict this defendant, be c 
afterwards be tried upon the charge of 
ceiving drafts.

The court seid that did pot a 
the case. The prosecution admitted ¢ 
Price’s testimony was the foundation of t 
case, Exclude ‘hat, and all otber evide 
would be irrelevant. As to the other mat 
the court had already expressed its views 

District At‘orney—We meant to say 
the tacts testified to by Price were the 
ernment’s case, and that we could p 
them by other witnesses. 

The court—That would amount to 
same thing. I have not decided this case 
the personality of Mr. Price.

After a short consultation, Mr. Reyn 
arose and expressed his disappointment 
the motion had been sustained. As the 
ernment understood it the court held ths 
offense was barred by the statute of lic 
tion. There was, therefore, nothing fo 
prosecution to do, but to submit the 
the court.
